Among the number was Henry Rickel 
of Cedar Rapids, who recently gave an opin- 
ion that the present Iowa Prohibitory law was 
unconstitutional, and upon the strength of it 
original-package houses were opened for the 
purpose of making a test case. A case of 
this sort came before the courts at Waterloo 
yesterday and was argued, but no decision 
rendered.

There was nothing in what Mr. Ellicott said 
to indicate that he disapproved of the attitude 
of the Frenchmen, or that he had ‘tried to 
show them that they were laboring under 4 
wrong impression.

In the Ameri- 
can exports to France amounted tg $156,000,- 
000 according to the French custom-house re- 
turns. In 1888 they amounted only to $49,000,- 
000. What caused this enormous shrinkage? 

One of the causes was the prohibition by the 
Freneh Government on the false and untruth- 
ful grounds that American pork was diseased 
or unsafe for food. That was a declaration of 
“commercial war“ never resented by this coun- 
try, which hoped the French would get over 
their unfriendliness and cease discriminating 
against America, but which France has not 
done yet. The United States did not resent 
the imposition of a high tariff on its products, 
but it did object to the exclusion of its pork 
on a lying pretense. 

While some years ago the trading between 
this country and France was reasonably fair, 
it is now altogether one-sided. France took 
from America $45,000,000 in produce and $24,- 
000,000 in gold to pay for the $69,000,000 worth 
of French products sent to this country last 
year. Then in addition American tourists 
buy yearly in Paris about $20,000,000 worth of 
French luxuries and fineries which come in 
duty free in their trunks on returning home. 
Thus nearly fifty millions of gold is taken out 
of this country by France per year! That 
may be a paying business for France, but not 
for this country. It is unfortunate that the 
McKinley bill did not make those purchases 
of the roving, idle class of Americans dutiable 


and thus tend to stop that big leak. 


The new tariff has raised the duty on wool- 
ens, of which France sends ten million dol- 
lars’ worth to this country. But the duty on 
English woolens was raised as much. No dis- 
crimination was shown such as the French 
displayed in the case of American pork.

RUSSIAN WHEAT COMPETITION. 

The papers recently have printed two tele- 
grams from Odessa flatly contradicting 
each other in essential particulars. One as- 
serted that the marked and serious decrease 
of the export trade in Russian grain is at- 
tracting the attention of the Government, and 
that Russian economists are awakening to the 
fact that American, Indiah, and Egyptian 
grain 18 driving the Russian product out of the 
(English) market. The other tells that the 
export of Russian cereals during the last three 
years has been enormous, for two years actu- 
ally surpassing those of the United States, and 
that this country must look to its laurels 
if it wishes to continue to be à large 
expotter of wheat to Europe. Evident- 
ly there are both bulle and bears 
in Odessa as well as in this city, and at least 
one set of operators is not overparticular in 
regard to truth when a strict observance of 
vefacity would spoil the value of the argu- 
ment. The fact as understood here is that 
the export of wheat from Russia is growing in 
importance and volume, but that it has ex- 
perienced a temporary setback recently be- 
cause of a decrease in the yield. Some men 


persist in ascribing this to other causes, just 


as another set in New York busies itself in 
asserting that farmers in the United States 
are holding back supplies, when the fact is 
they have less to send forward than a year 
‘ago. There is no room for doubt that the 
Rusman Government is doing its best to en- 
courage a large increase in the production of 
cereais for export by its people, nor that 
the mercantile classes are also exerting 
themselves to the utmost to the same 
end. Production in that country is now in- 


creasing much faster than the consumption of | 


home population. Hence the necessity of in- 


creasing the volume of exports, That is why © 


Russia is becoming each year a more formid- 
supply of the British Islands with breadstuffs, 
and this renders it highly desirable that we 
should look around for markets in another di- 
rection. The countries to the south of us, be- 
tween Argentina and the United States, are as 
yet practically ugsupplied with wheaten food 
and would soon consume as much as our ex- 
ports to the whole of Great Britain if it were 


offered to them free of the heavy duties im- 
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duties on silks, of which France sends thirteen 
millions over here in a year, were not ad- 
vanced, except a very little on some classes of 
goods. But the consumption of the finer 
fabrics will not be lessened and the French 
workingmen will not suffer. Where the duty 
was incréased it was put up indiscriminating- 
ly on all other nations. And the American 
consumer will pay it. 

France has a protective tariff. So has this 
country. France tries to encourage home 
manufactures. So ddes this country. If it is 
right for France to do it, why is it not for the 
United States? If a little more protection 
will enabie the United States to make pretty 
much all the woolens, silks, gloves this coun- 
try wants, why should France object? It is 
no more than it is trying to do in many in- 
dustries. Fortunately this country can make 
nearly all it buys from Frauce. There are 
some fripperies which ut cannot manufacture 
and some drugged and doctored wines it can- 
not produce, but it is better off without them. 
So if Frenchmen get angry and talk of retalia- 
tion or boycotting this country is quite ready 
and able to meet them on the ground of their 
own choosing, as it will then save fifty mill- 
ions of gold dollars a year now going into 
French coffers to pay for fripperies and super. 
fluities. When Mr. Ellicott gets back to his 
beloved Paris he would do well to tell his 
Gallie friends 80. 
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GATHMAN’S GREAT GUNS. 

Tus Tao of Oct. 10 contained a sketch 
of a Chicago invention which bids fair to 
bring about a revolution in the methods of 
modern warfare fully as great.as any which 
have preceded it, The inventor, Mr. Louis 
Gathman, has found a way of projecting a 
charge of dynamite to any distance attainable 
with solid shot or shell, and without the least 
danger of premature discharge of the missile. 
Capsules containing carbonic acid liquefied by 
intense pressure are placed behind the powder, 
and a thin shell similarly filled between the 
powder and the dynamite. The gas is liber- 
ated by the explosion and acts as a cushion 
around the more deadly material, thus pre- 
venting the shock that would otherwise cause 
it to detonate in or near the gun. The dyna- 
mite is thus assured of a preservation intact 


through a flight of five or six miles till it has 


reached the point at which it is desired to do 
its fell work. And not only is the gun safe 
from premature bursting as an immediate re- 
sult of the discharge, but the strain upon its 
fibers is so much decreased by the elasticity 
of the generated gas that the life of the ord- 
nance is indefinitely prolonged. It can be 
used for years with littledecrease in efficiency 
or safety, while the best guns constructed are 
only good for 80 to 150 rounds with pres- 
ent methods of firing. 

The principle of this action depends on the 
fact that the compression of the carbonic acid 
gas into liquid form cquses the liberation of an 
enormous quantity of heat, which is taken up 
again from surrounding objects when it reas- 
sumes the gaseous conditjon. Its expansion 
in the gun “absorbs” the heat liberated by 
the explosion of the powder, which would 
otherwise suddenly heat up the metal and the 
intended projectile, causing the unequal ex- 
pansion which constitutes the danger of 
bursting in the one and premature detonation 
of the other. It does not act to repress com- 
bustion directly, as it would do if directed in 
a stream on a fire. The gunpowder contains 
within its constituent of nitre the oxygen 
that unites with the other two elements, sul- 
phur and carbon. and they combine chemical- 
ly without interruption by anything exterior 
to them. 

Either by itself or in combination with the 
Gifford mode of firmg, as described in Tun 
Tarom of Aug. 23, the Gathman invention 
must change completely the aspect of war. It 
would do so alone by its indefinite prolonga- 


tion of the life of the gun, rendering it possi- 

dle to use the same ordnance continuously for | 
purposes offensive or defensive instead of re- 
quiring it to be replaced ty new pieces after | 
one or two heavy engagements. It will make 


it possible to throw dynamite projectiles a dis- 


tance of six to ten miles, according to the | 


style of gun and force of the charge, and this 


| must inevitably widen out the fighting dis- 


tance between combatants at least to the limit 


beyond which accurate aim is impossi ble even | 
with recently introduced methods of precision 


in this respect. Such an increase of fight- 
ing distance will be imperative, because 
the new projectiles that are certain to come 
into use now

But for the American office- 
hunting, rascally demagogue who will go 
down to any depth, who will wallow im any 
slime and abandon any principle so he can 
get the office his sou) craves, there should be 
no pardon, now or hereafter.

It is commonly thought that Spanish women 
are all dark beauties, and that they know 
nothing and do nothing beyond going to 
church and giving themselves up to flirtation. 
We have here as many mistakes as there are 
propositions. In the first place, allthe wom- 
en in Spain are not brunettes, in spite of what 


Lord Byron may have said to accredit the 


theory. As a rule, the reverse holds good. 
They are usually fair, with blue eyes, in Cadiz, 
while even the Basque women often have au- 
burn or red hair, : 

That they are ignorant is perhaps less to be 
gainsaid. They are t enough, but re- 
ceive little instruction.
